Charge of Atlanta Ne- 
gro That He Was Held 
in “Slavery.” 


Harvey K. Persons, sheriff of Jas- 
per county, and his brother, W. F. 
Persons, charged with violation of 
section 268 of the United States | 
penal code, in connectjon with the 
alleged kidnaping of Robert Lee 
Griggs, an Atlanta negro, who claims 
he was held in peonage on the Per- 
sons farm, were arraigned in United : 
States district court Monday before 
Federal Judge Samuel H. Sibley. The 
case was incomplete in the afternoon 
and will be resumed again Tuesday 
morning. 

. Persons was sheriff of Jasper coun- 
ty at the time of the famous Williams 
“murder farm” expose. 

The indictment against Sheriff Per- 
sons and hfs brother was returned 
March 15, 1921. - Both were charged 
jointly with kidnaping Griggs’ in At- 
lanta and holding him in’ slavery on 
‘their farm in Jasper county. The 
negro was placed on the stand and 
related alleged details of his “arrest’’ 
in Atlanta and. his subsequent re- 
moval to' the farm where he declared 
he was compelled by threats ‘of -vio- 
lence to work.

Doorn, Holland, October 9.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—The bride of 
former Emperor William, the Princess 
of Reuss, will assume the title “Queen 
Wilhelmina of Prussia,” according to 
an announcement today during a 
preliminary reception to the bride 
dnd groom at the castle here. 

The ex-kaiser was attired in his 
favorite uniform of a high admiral of 
the fleet with his breast covered with 
a multitude of pre-war’ decorations 
and his left sleeve showing the mourn- 
ing band. 

The ex-ruler showed many courte- | 
sies to the guests. He was in ‘high’ - 
good humor, entertaining the com- 
pany with many anecdotes. 

“I shall soon be the happiest man 
in the world,” he said, and then added 
gaily: 

“No longer will I be 
solitary exile of Doorn.” |

As long as the state consisted, so to 
speak, of government and admuinistra- 
tion, this tendency among ‘German 
youths in the shaping of their liyes 
was understandable and jystified; 
since we were living in ‘a cbantry of 
officials, the right road for a ‘young 
man to select was the service of the 
state. British youths of that time, 
self-reliant and made robust by sports, 
were already talking, to be sure, of 
colonial conquests, of expeditions to 
j explore new regions of the earth, of 
| extending British commerce; and they 
were trying, in the guise of pioneers 
of their country, to make Great Brit. 
ain still stronger and greater, by prac- 
tical, free action, not as paid hire- 
lings of the state, But England had 
long been a world empire .when* we 
were still a land of officials;  there- 
fore, the youth of Britain could seek 
more remote and jmportant goals than 
the German. 

Now that Germany had entered in- 
to world economics and world politics, 
however, as a by no means negligible 
factor, the aspirations of German 
youth should have undergone a more 
prompt transformation. For this rea- 
son it was that I, during the later 
years of my reign, used to compare, 
with a heavy heart the proud young 
Britons,“who had learned much less 
Latin and Greek than was required’ 
among us, with the children of Ger- 
many, pale from overstudy. To’ be 
sure, there were even then enterpris- 
ing men in Germany—brilliant names 
can be cited among them—but the con- 
ception of serving the fatherland, not 
by traveling along a definite, official- 
ly certified road, but by independent 
competition, had not yet become suf- 
ficiently generalized.

Washington, October’ 9.—An intér- 
national conference to make the seas 
“safe for tedtotalers” may prove to 
be the only possible solution for the 
legal and diplomatic tangle threaten- 
ed by Attorney-General Daugherty’s 
ruling that foreign ships cannot carry 
intoxicants inside the American three- 
mile limit.

President Harding Ex- 
presses Gratification at 
Steps Now Being Taken 
by This Organization. , 


* Washington, October 9. — The 
American ited Cross in annual con- 
vention here took active steps tonigut 
for the relief of refugees in the. Near 
hast. 

Acting upon authorization by the 
organizations exeeulive committee 
given in the day, Chairman John Sar- 
ton Payne dispatched cables to Athens 
and Paris directing the immediate use 


for the sufferers, Chairman Payne 
also announced that Dr. A. Ross Hyil, 
vice chairman and director of foréign 
operations, will sail Friday to take 
charge of the expanded relief efforts. 

‘rhe executive committee, it was an- 
nounced at the opening of the con- 
vention, had placed in the chairman’s 
hands all the organization’s funds and 
facilities, advising him to use them 
as he deemed advisable. That action 
brought an expression of gratitide 
from President Harding, who further 
informed the convention in a message 
of greeting of his satisfaction at the 
willingness of the agency to co-operate 
in the Near East relief and again ex- 
tend a helping hand across the seas. 
Approval o€- the committee’s action 
also was given by the convention 
through adoption of resolutions. 

Cables $100,000 Order. 

In sigeaally expanding the agency’s 
foreign relie® operations, Chairman 
Payne cabled the American committee 
at Athens to draw on the relief fund 
to the extent of $100,000 ‘immediately. 
The fund should be used, the cable 
directed, to purchase “urgent supplies” 
for the refugees in Greece. Instrne- 
tion also was given that the commit- 
tee obtain if possible a warehouse in 
Piraeus for the Red Cross, 

To the Greek Red Cross at Athens 
Chairman Payne sent a message stat- 
ing that a commission would be on 
hand there soon to aid in the-relief 
work, 

The American Red Cross in Paris 
was instructed hy the chairman to 
purchase $50,000 worth of canned 
milk and to hurry shipment to dis- 
tricts where most needed. 

No announcement was made as to 
plans made for Dr. Hill’s work. The 
announcement that he will sail at 
the end of the week said only that 
he would be accompanied by a_-staff 
of trained and seasoned workers. Their 
number, it was said, will be angmented 
from the ranks of Red Cross work- 
ers in western Europe as needs arise. 

Several Addresses Made. 

While the determination to zo quick- 
ly to the relief of the Near East sut- 
ferers held the attention of the 
eonvention, it heard addresses by Dr. 
Hill, the vice chairman; Sir Claude 
Hill, director general of the ledgue 
of . Red Cross societies; W. A. B, 
Nichols, of the China central com- 
thittee, and others. | 

Sir Claude discussed briefly the 
conditions in Europe and the Near 
East and told of the relief efforts 
being extended by the league in those 
sections, Dr. Hill spoke of the or- 
ganization’s relief work in foreign 
lands, all of which is under his care. 
Mr. Nichols reported on the problems 
of the Cross in China where the 
work, he said, had been particularly 
difficult owing to the frequency of 
floods and famine in the interior.

AEORGE DEFENDS 
NEAR EAST STAND 


That England Warned 
Greece Not to Expect 
Assistance in Syria. 


London, October 9.—(By the Asso- 
ciated Press.)—-The government to- 
night issued a report on the confer- 
ence which the labor deputation had 
with Premier Lloyd George on Sep- 
tember 21, hithertu kept secret. ‘The 
prime minister, in ieplying to the dep- 
utation’s “stop the.war’’ protests, the 
report indicates, deveted his speech 
mainly to proving that the government 
policy hat been iuentical with that 
Jong advocated by che labor party, 
namely, maintenance of the freedoin 
of the straits under control of the 
league of nations, and that the sub- 
ject populations in Anatolia could not 
be left under contro! of the Turks. 
But he regretted that this policy be- 
eame impossible becanse the. United 
States. France and Italy had declined 
to undertake the necessary mandates 
in these regions. 

The prime minister argued that un- 
der the Angora pact the position of 
th: straits would be the same as it 
was in 1914, when the Turks closed 
the straits; therefore, even control 
by the league of nations would be use- 
less unless an adequate force was 
planted there by the league to see that 
the straits were kept neutralized. He 
contended that the Kemalist govern- 
ment had done nothing more than 
proffer a verbal guarantee of the free- 
dom of the straits and declared: “‘You 
can not defend the straits by flaunting 
a covenant in the face of those trying 
to force them.’ 

League Will Decide. 

Mr. Lioyd George pointed out that 
refusal to refer the matter to the 
league of nations came from other 
nations, and not -England. Asked 
whether freedom of the straits meant 
fortifications in the hands of some 
international body, the premier re-. 


plied that that would be for the league 
to decide. He also admitted that 
there should be no interference with 
the straits either by Great Britain 
or any other nation. “Otherwise,” he 
ndded, “that is not internationaliza- 
tion.” 

On the general question the prime 
minister reiterated that the goverti- 
ment policy. was to prevent the war 
from spreading into Europe and he 
contended that the strong measures 
the government had already taken 
and intended to take were the best 
means of prevention. 

Mr. Lloyd George denied that the 
British government had ever given 
either money or arms to the Greeks; 
on the contrary it had warned them 
when they went to Smyrna that they 
were going “entirely on their own re- 
rponsibility and at their own expense.” 
They were also told: “We cannot 
eupnort you, or take the responsibil- 


ity.” 
Treating Them Alike. 

The premier said all he was now. do- 
ing was to treat the Turks @nd the 
Greeks alike in regard to the neutral 
gones which the British were holding 
for the allies, and it was imperative 
until a peace conference was held to 
prevent war from spreading to Ey- 


rope. 

His final remark to the deputation 
was: “The one chance of stopping the 
war is for Kemal to know that we 
are not going to be turned out of 
the straits. If he knows that, he 
won't go there. If he believes that 
our nation is divided and that he is 
getting encouragement to go on he 
will be very likely to pursue a warlike 


| policy.”

The impression gained through aM 
these interviews was that te mis 
sion’s arrival was most opportune, as 
local feeling is tense and trouble is 
brewing, which the mere presence of 
the foreign delegates would do much 
to restrain. Nearly all classes are 
inclined to deplore the plan for Turk- 
ish re-entry, even many Moslems, 
While they expressed sentimental in- 
terest in the restoration of the vote 
capital of the Turkish empire, they 
nevertheless shook their heads gravely 
over the probable. disturbance of com- 
mercial and civil life, which only re- 
cently has been coming back qo nor- 
mal, 

The Grecks and Armenians pointed 
out the absolute necessity of large al- 
lied forces for the supervision of any 
turnover in order to prevent racial 
and religious animosities from devel- 
oping into massacres and incen- 
diarism.

No Prepatations Made. 

Smyrna, October 9.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—No preparations 
are being made here for receiving del- 
egates to a peace conference, and lo- 
cal officials express. the belief that 
there is no likelihood of such a con- 
ference being held here, despite the 
suggestion made by Mustapha Kemal 
Pasha to the allies. 

There is no possibility of secur- 
ing adequate quarters in the burned 
town to house the conference and the 
various delegates who would come 
to Smyrna. Moreoyer the telegraphic 
facilities are so limited that both the 
meen «or and the newspaper ' men 
would have to be strictly rationed in 
the use of the lines even if the ca- 
bles were fully restored. 

It is believed here that Kemal is 


emperor in many parts of the world. 

The registry book was signed, by 
many hundreds of visitors. The book 
was placed in a room in the new 
part of the castle which is designed 
after the arehitecture of the middle 
ages.

BRONCHICAL RUMINATIONS. 

A concoction. which purports to be 
a-“cough medicine” is unlikely to 
have any degree of vogue or popu- 
larity unless it contains something 
having ae narcotic effect. It is the | 
nercotic effect which makes a, as it 
was carclessly called in the easy days 
of old, “cough cure,’ a “‘s re- 
peater,” ‘Thus, when the eity hick 
finds himself barking and coughing 
and detects a certain soreness in the 
chest (usually a muscular soreness 
from the unwonted strain of cough- 
ing) he opines ne has “bronicle” 
}trouble and purchases a bottle of 
“cough medicine.”’” Toward the bot- 
tom of the bottle he finds remarkable 
relief—it makes him forget he wants 
to cough. Then the-bettle runs dry, 
the effect of the narcotic wears awa 
after a day or two and the coug 
comes buck, thanks to reviving na- 
ture. Whereupon he rushes out to 
buy another bottle. That'is what the 
dash of morphine, heroin, codiene, 
chloroform, opium, paregoric, can- 
nabis indica (Indian hemp), or other 
narcotic drug is in the formula for. 

As I said in some bronchial medi- 
tations the other day, there are ocra- 
sions and conditions when it is wise 
to benumb the sensorium sufficiently 
ty diminish or prevent coughing for 
un time, This, however, is a delicate 
matter and it is the height of folly 
for a layman to attempt to handle 
such a problem; it is a matter which 
demands the best of medical judg- 
ment. 

The occurrence of even a very im- 
pressive cough as a symptom or fea- 
ture of an acute -illness, especially in 
the case of a young person, is not at 
nil a reason or warrant for giving any 
medicine, although this practice is 
universally followed by the laity and 
approved, or at any rate not con- 
demned by many Class C physicians 
whose “treatment” of any disease of 
which cough is a feature -consists in 
prescribing or dispensing some hand- 
medown of high or low degree. 

A reasonable amount of coughing 
is, like fleas for the dog, good for a 
sick man, and for the same reason. 
Take an old soak with pneumonia, for 
instance; he probably will not cough 
erough to keep himself awake, and his 
failure to cough is one of the graveat 
omens his doctor observes in the -ill- 
ness. Or take an acute bronchitis in 
an elderly or very feeble invalig, or 
the condition known as bronchie@tasis 
(ballooning of a bronchial tube) In a 
sufferer from chronic bronchitis: un- 
less coughing is regularly and vigor- 
ously done the outlook or prognosis is 
correspondingly unfavorable. ‘There ; 
is smething, you see, which the pa-| 
tient simply must get off his chest if! 
he is to get on well. 

My the same token, a reasonable 
amount of fnedicine is, in many cases, 
good for the subject of an illness of 
which cough is a striking feature or 
symptomn, and since it is Utopian to 
expect the laity to lay off from the 
popular indoor sport of self-medication 
I'm going to suggest a formula for, 
“cough medicine” which is really ben- 
eficlal in various mby@r ills of child 
and adult and never, I think. harm- 
ful in any case.

The minister of the interior, Herr 
von Puttkamer, had been forced to 
retire during the ninety-nine days, to 
the great sorrow of him who was then 
crown prince, He was an able, tried 
old Prussian official; one of those 
Pomeranians of the old school, filled 
with loyalty to the king—a nobleman 
through and through. umor had it 
that the Empress Frederick bad driv- 
en him from office by a plot, but this 
is not true. The empress, with her 
inclination to English  fiberalism, 
doubtless did not like the old-time 
Prussian conservative, yet she was 
not at all to blame for his going. 
Prince Bjsmarck pushed him aside, 

rhaps out of consideration for the 
Jmpress Frederick. 

I was deeply interested in forestry 
and its improvement along practical 
lines, especially as new gold. reserves 
could be created for the state by re- 
forestation. 

Next to Herr von Podbielski, the 
ablest minister of agriculture and for- 
ests was Freiherr von Schorlemer. 
Just as Herr von Podbielski bent his 
efforts toward creating great stretches 
of forests in the east, in order to keep 
off the east wind by a compact forest 
zone and thus improve our climate, 
and, at the same time, provide a 
natural protection against Russian at- 
tacks, so Herr von Schorlemer opened 
up the eastern forest reservations by 
extensive construction of roads, and 
by thus facilitating the transportation 
of wood helped Germany greatly in 
making headway in _ competition 
against wood from Russia. 

_ Both ministers sought, in co-opera- 
tion with me, to improve our splendid 
Prussian forestry personnel and bet- 
ter ‘living conditions among them, and 
to help toward promotions in their 
ranks—all of which these officials, 
zealous in their work and faithful to 
their. king, fully deserved. 

The influx of large sums into the 
state’s pocketbook depended indeed on 
the honesty, industry and reliability of 
these men. I expected much toward 
the restoration of the fatherland from 
the statesmanlike shrewdness and abi)- 
ity of Herr von Schorlemer. who was 
always quite conscious of the goal at 
which he was aiming. His _— recent 
death, which snatched him away in 
the midst of beneficial labors, is a 
serious loss to the fatherland. 

I learned much about forestry from 
Head Foresters Freiherr von Hovel 
(Joachimsthal, Schorfheide) and Frei- 
herr Speck von Sternburg (Szittkohn- 
en, Rominten) on my many bunting 
expeditions with these excellent hunts- 
men and administrators. 

Tet me say a word here regarding 
a Russian curiosity in the domain of 
peers wild game. The czar, who 

ad heard a great deal about the fine 
antlers of the stags at Rominten, 
wished to have some of the same sort 
at Spala, in Poland. Freiherr von 
Sternburg was sent to the Spala hunt- 
ing lodge one summer in order to give 
advice regarding this project. 

He was received very cordially by a 
general, who had charge of the hunt- 
ing there and lived at the lodge. 
Sternburg noticed that al) the apart- 
ments, even those not inhabiten, were 
always kept heated. When he spoke 
of ,the enormous waste of wood oc- 
casioned by this, the general shrugged 
his shoulders and remarked that one 
never could tell, the czar might put 
in an appearance some day, aiter all, 
gamekeeper, who was a German, 
was assigned to Sternburg, since the 
general did not know his way about 
on the reservation and was quite ig- 
norant of game feeding. 

In the course of his tours about the 
place Sternburg observed a number of

One day a promivent general was 
complaining to the hostess that he 
had been trapped in a money matter, 
which had brought him much unpleas- 
antness from “above.” A ly 
he wished, by his mournfu p- 
tion, to arouse ptm J for his bad 
luck, but Mme. Durnovo retorted, in 
her rough way: “Mon cher eral, 
quand on fait des  saletes, faut 
qu’elies reussissent!” (My dear gen- 
eral, when you yey dirty tricks it is 
necessary that t be sucgessful !) 
As. secretary of state in the impe- 
rial postal department likewise, Herr 
von Podbielaki, after I had chosen bim 
and declined a number of other can- 
didates, did excellent work, treading 
worthily in the footsteps of Stephan.

Mention must be made here of an- 
other excellent and wortby-man, Min- 
ister Moller. He came from Bielefeld, 
like Hintzpeter, and was bound to my 
old teacher by lasting ties of friend- 
ship. In the legislature he was one 
of the leadera of the national liberals, 
by whom he was highly esteemed, as 
he was in the reichstag, on account 
of his ‘upright, distinguished West- 
pbhalian charactetietics and his great 
experience in the commercial-political 
domain, 

When Imperia) Chancellor Bulow 
suggested Moller to me as minister I 
remarked that he was a party man 
and member of the reichsteg. . The 
chancellor said that the national lib- 
erals would be pleased at Moller’s ap- 
pointment. I observed that the state 
ministry of the Prussian king could 
not and must not be a party ministry, 
but must stand above the parties in 
entire independence of them; that I 
esteemed Moller personally very much, 
but, should he become minister, every 
member of the legislature would have 
the ambition to become one likewise; 
that, through Moller’s appointment, 
the ambitions of the other parties to 
obtain ministerial chairs would also 
be aroused and nobod ons —— 
the consequences; at, moreover, 
Moller would be greatly missed in the 
reicbstag, from which I did not wish 
to take him on account of his influ- 
ence with all parties. 

Despite these objections and my 
advice against it, Bulow stuck to his 
idea. oller became minister, and, 
as such, stood very well with me. But 
what I had prophesied occurred com- 
paratively Boon; Minister Moller was 
obliged to retire by circumstances 
partially pe 3 el with the inner 
workings 0 s party.

together too much for my taste—bit 
the compilation of the Citizeus’ Law 
Book interested me greatly, I was 
present at sessions dealing witb it 
and was proud that this fundamenta 
‘German work should have been 
brought to completion ‘in my reign. 

When I met the lord chief justice 
of England, while I was on a visit to 
that country, at the home of Lord 
Haldane, I asked that great jurist 
‘what-he thought of the administration 
and interpretation of the law in Ger- 
many. His answer ran thus: “You 
pronounce judgment too much accord- 
ing to the letter of the law; we ac- 
cording to the spirit and content of 
the law.” 

I have often pointed out how un- 
fortunate it was that we have not 
been able to introduce, in police cases 
—connected with traffic, streets, etc., 
—the prompt procedure of the Eng- 
lish “police court.” For, in England, 
punishment in such cases is meted out 
on the very next day, whereas in Ger- 
many months often elapse, what with 
gathering of évidence and examination 
of witnesses, until, finally, some in- 
significant sentence is. pronounced 
long after the case has been forgotten. 
I should also have liked to introduce 
into Germany the heavy penalties for 
libels published in the press which 
are customary in England. ’

I bad worked for a while, when I 
was still a prince, with Minister of

Just try 
different grades and you will appre 
ciate the truth of this statement, 
Cheapness is the average kitchen arti- 
cle. means thet there is a flaw some- 
where, or that the goods have been 
hastily and carelessly manufactured, 
Naturally, this meana ill-shaped or 
defective utensils. 

You may save a few cents on a 
kitchen article, but you will find such 
article as spoons with soldered or 
riveted handles separate from the 
bowl on .the*first real test of heat or 
strength. Enamelware which cracks 
and chips or to which food sticks the 


first time it is heated indicates the} 


difference between g20d .and poor 
quality utensils. 

It is possible to illustrate dozens of 
articles which will give bad or unsat- 
isfactory wear because of their cheap- 
ness. It is certainly advisable to pay 
a little more while yau are buying and 
thus secure better wearing qualities 
and far greater satisfaction. Your 
kitchen utensils more than almost any 
other article in the average house are 
subjected to heat, quick and often 
careless handling in cooking, water, 
dampness and other elements which 
quickly test the endurance of the 
article. It does not pay to take 
chances, therefore, and to buy an 
article say for 75 cents and have to 
replace in in three months, whereas, 
if you had spent, say $1.50 in the 
beginning, your article would have 
given you wear for a year or two and 
perhaps longer. /

LOCAL INDUSTRY 


Atlanta Is Expected to 
Become Southeastern 
Live. Stock Center as 
Result of Service. 


PLAN WAS PROMOTED 
BY SENATOR HARRIS 


Z. R. Pettet, Local Statis- 
tician, Announces Gov- 
ernment’s Decision — to 
Establish Service Here. 


BY. WALTER CHAMBERS, 
Financial Editor, The Constitution. 
Atlanta is soon to become the south- 
eastern headquarters of the live stock 


industry, in the opinion of tocal deal- 
ers following announcement . Monday 
afternoon that the United States bu- 
reau of agricultural economics is soon 
to inaugurate quotations here govern- 
ing the sales, prices and classifica- 
tions of swine, cattle, sheep and other 
classes of live stock. 

This announcement was made by 
Z. R. Pettet, local statistician of the 
department of agriculture. The ex- 
act time that the quotaions will be 
started is not yet definitely known, 
Mr. Pettet stated, but as soon as ar- 
rangements can be made to obtain the 
reports the system will be inaugu- 
rated. 

The quotations will be similar to 
those published in The Constitution 
every day from Chicago, East St. 
Louis and Kansas City,, They cover 
actual sales of live stotk and pre- 
vailing prices. Under the late live 
stock law, dealers are required te 
furnish these statistics daily by fed- 
eral statute, this insuring those in- 
terested in the markets positive facts 
in place of estimates. 

Promoted by Harris. 

The movement which is expected to 
make Atlanta in live stock what Chi- 
cago, St. Louis and Kansas City are 
in their respective territories, is the 
result of the efforts of United States 
Senator William J. Harris, who has 
long been interested in promoting the 
live stock industry in Georgia. 

It was at his instigation, as stated 
in The Constitution sevas! days ago, 
that experts in the live stock bureau 
service from Washington were sent 
to Atlanta to investigate -and see 
whether or not the live stock business 
here justified the expenditure in open- 
ing the service. It was the joint 
favorable recommendation of Statisti- 
cians Whalm and Burke, who spent 
several days in Atlanta, that has re- 
sulted in the success of Senator 
Harris’ efforts. 

The appropriation for the work is 
limited, and it is probable that for a 
while statistics for only swine will be 
furnished from the Atlanta office.’ As 
soon as justified, however, according 
to Mr. Pettet, reports on other jive

Washington, ‘October 9—A new 
method for testing germination of 
‘cotton seed is being tried out at va- 
rious southern experimental stations, 
it is announced by the United States 
department of agriculture, with the 
result it is expected, that old methods 


may be superseded. Cotton growers 
would welcome a test method that 
would give results as dependable as 
the methods applicd to testing corn 
tor germination, as the cotton seed 
tests in use at the present time are 
aeclared to be not very satisfactory 
on most strains of cotton. 

There is always much poor cotton 
seed for planting, both that in the 
dealers, bands and that kept by the 
growers themselves, it was said and 
for tleit reason alone a good germina- 
tion test is urgently needed. The 
reason for the large quantity of bad 
seed, it i= said, is that very little is 
known about the effects of various 
conditions on the vigor of the seed. 

The old way, e#ecording to the de- 
partment announcement, is to put the 
seeds between strips of canton flun- 
nel, moisten them, then keep them in 
m temperature alternating between 20 
and 80 degrees centigrade. Better 
results have been obtained in the new 
manner, with some strains of cotton, 
by planting the seeds in soil in boxes 
and putting the boxes in incubators 
where the proper temperature can be 
maintained. 

One sample thus tested by soil 
method. germinated about 90 per cent, 
while 12 samples‘from the same lot 
tested in the usual way gave results 
verying all the way ftom 14 to 50 
per: cent germination. The depart- 
ment. however, is not yet rendyv to 
say that the new method is\entirely 
satisfactory as only na few soil tests 
have heen made. The experiments 
ore still being made at the stations.
